“ARCHIVES, HISTORICAL SOCIETY AND MUSLUM 


Tne Ypsilanti historical Archives date back to the 
year 1809 when there was no Ypsilanti. That was tne year 
Gabriel Godfroy an eariy Frencn explorer built a loy 
structure - *he first non-Indian building in Washtenaw 
County ~ on the west bank of tae River Huron 100 yerds 
north of the old Sauk Trail. Tnis was an Inuian Trading 
Post. Gabriel Godfroy, an intrepid explorer, interpretor, 
citizen of Detroit in the Northwest Territory, aad travelea 
overlana and on the rivers, all across tie area between 
Detroit and St. Joseph. The River gKuron evidently fascin~ 
ated hina, and with two companions, Raaaine LaChaibre anu 
Francois Pepin, he selectea a rectangular area of 2352 
acres runnirg west from the uuron, and on June ll, 181i 
the Unitea States deeucd this area to these Frercawen, in 
four strios which are found tcday on all maps and known 
as French Claims. cenjamin Woodruff anu companions, John 
Thayer, Robert M. Stitts, David Beverly and Titus ubronson 
arrivea on April 22, 1823 and Wooarurff took title to 114 
acres on the bluff on the east side of the uuron and nearly 
amite sout:: of the Sauk Trail. here he establisned 
woodruff's Grove, 

Judge A, 8. tocdvard selected tne name Ypsilanti for 


the 253 lots on tne reaistered Plat of 1825 ana tine Ypsi- 


lanti Historical Archives has the Deed for the first 
lot sola from this Plat, uated September 12, 1825. 

The Indians moved out and the settlers moved in bring- 
ing with them furniture and artifacts fran the place of 
their origin. Nearly every family had one member who 
was a letter writer and saved many of their letters. 

Churches and Schools were establisnea anu some of 
“their old records were received by our Archives, uiscower- 
- @d in an attic - a record of the Congregational Society 
when it was with the Presbyterians, showing taat in i834 
"the Janitor was expected to ring the bell for Churca 
Service, toll it for funerals, heep the lamps in oil anu 
‘also do the cleaning and dusting, all for $6. per aonta. 
There was no central depository for such items. Families 
scattered, died ana letters and records were lost. 

However, the Ypsilanti Archives has i135 hana written 
letters fro Sylvester iloble to his mother and sister 
during his three years of service as Clerk for General 
Sherman in Atlanta ana also in tne marca to the Sea. Dr. 
Donaida Disbrow of the History Department of fastern ‘iichi- 
gan University edited tue letters and wrote an article 


about tnem which appeared in tae March 1968, issue of 


“- "Civil War History" magazine, The Noble nome was where 


212 S,. iuron is today but of course tae ola nouse is yone. 
Many items were brought to light auring the 50th 
“Anniversary Celebration in 1873. wut again, there was no 


place for them. In 1874 "Washtenaw County Atlas" helped 


srcesevat ion of the old fanily homes, farms ana places 
of nuginess, There are 235 sketcaes in tnat remarkable 
Bid book and a reproduction has been mace of it anu com- 
bined yith the "Atlas" for 1915. Copies of that compin- 
ation are for sale in tiie Huseum, 

The revival of the Micnigan Pioneer Society anu those 
records, plus the publication in 1881 of the Chapiuan 
"“Vashntenaw County wistory" has kept old memories ana re- 
words from being completely lost. ; 

Then with the planning for tne Centennial Celebration 
in 1923, Mrs, Poke Skinner and Mrs. P.R. Cleary gave 
freely of their materials - scrapbooks, letters, pictures - 
accumulated and carefully preserved tiru their years, 
with Florence Shultes, history professor at Micnigan State 
Normal College, for guide ana consultant, tue material 
was given to narvey Colburn to assist iim in writing the 
"History of Ypsilanti", now consiuereu. one of the finest 
in 'lichigan.- 

wearly ten years later, Louis S. White, an. oftice 
worker for the Michigan Central Railroaa, beyan nis metno- 
‘dical, tremendous work for Ypsilanti heritage. 

In 1934 at an evening gathering of friends, incluuiny 
Mayor-elect Ray Lurreli, the suggestion was maue, nalf 
in jest, that Ypsiianti ought to have an nistorian, a 
person = would collect and protect historical itens, 
and all those present agreed that Louis S. White was 


the one to do this work. 
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‘Louis S. White was born in Grand Rapids, January 10, 
1887 and came to Ypsilanti in 1916. Thru tne years nue 
had seen the decline anu complete disappearance of the 
electric Interurban, the rapid rise of the automobile 
and bus, the building of highways and the yreat cnanges 
everywhere after World War I. His perspective and energy 
were unusual ~ his home was filled with nistorical 
materials, Mayor Burrell nad the City Council wake Louis 
the official liistorian as soon as he took office in 1935, 
ana a room on the third floor of tle City Hall was used 
for some of the storage. In 1957, the State Legislature 
passed Public Act #123 making it possible for cities to 
"raise and appropiate money...to help any activity or 
project which tends to advance historical interest in a 


community". 


The State of Michigan nas always been interested in 
preserving our heritage. In fact it was in 1828 that 
Lewis Cass, 2nd Governor of the Northwest Territory, es- 
tablished tne historical Society of Michigan, nine years 
before Michigan was a State. 

December 21, 1959, Louis S. White petitioned tne City 
Council to establish a Historical Committee and appoint 
a Historian. Avril 18, 1960, Resolution #60-143 creat- 
ing the office of City Historian and establishing a 
uistorical Committee was adopted unanimously. The followin 


Historical Committee was appointed to serve five years.

Thra the efforts of Mayor hutchinson, rooms were re- 
‘furbished on the second floor of the Hunicipal Court bidg., 
206 N. wuron, and the historical material was moved, 
With so much material, it was obvious that a system 
wes needed to record ana acknowlege the many iteus being 
received. Marion Spear a trained librarian who had recently 
retired from the Ypsilanti Public Library, was hired on a 
“very modest basis to set up our system which meets tue 
requirements of the State of Micnigan. Rutn Shaw, charter 
member of the nistorical Committee, was her helper anu 
contributed 1200 obituaries for the autobiographical file 
sna eneieeiy on a voluntary basis, ‘s 
The Historical Committee formed a tiistorical Society 
late in 1960 and the following officers were elected in 
January 1961: Foster i. Fletcher, Presiuent, Jona Elwell, 
Vice President, Mrs. Oraimel L.innen, Recording Secretary, 
Mrs. Carl ?iiller, Corresponding Secretary; Harry L. Smith,

Some anthropologists Lelieve you can tell a lot about 
a ivi iibavion by studying the games playeu. our civil- 
ization is not quite dead enougn for such a stuay so let’s 
talk Spent ene game of Golf that generateu a lot of in- 
terest and addea iuch to the social life in Ypsilanti 
when the Washtenaw Country Club organizea that summer of 
1899, | 
We ada a postcript to Clark ™. Greenstreet's spienaid 
history of the jaeinbatae Country Club, attempting to tell 
the story of how Ypsilanti happened to take up tne game 
of golf, | | | 
In 1866, there was . Ypsilanti Polo Club anu Social Society 
with Earry Laab as Presicent; tkerbert humpnreys, Sec.- Treas. 
and S. J. bowling, Captain. The clubroom was at 23 w. 
Congress, now Michigan Avenue. Polo is a game for tue 
rich and oriyinateu in the ‘Inscrutible Last' with much 
help from the sritish when they occupieu India, Tnere is 
a bail used in the game of poio but several times laryer 
and of different composition than the ball useu in golf. 
During the 1890s, Ypsilanti was well represented by a 
Cricket team and in 1970 our Historical Arciives were 
puzzled by the gift of a cricket bat from the family of 
the late Geese Lucking. The bat was properly cataloyuea, 
acknowledged and forgotten until the story was told of 
Ypsilanti having had a Cricket Club and a team with per- 


haps international reputation. 


In 1895, the teana vine tageeee to play a match in Windsor, 
Ontario, a sritish Province that electeu staying under 
‘pritish rule and not become the 14tn of tne rebelling 
Colonies in 1776. The Ypsilanti cricket team travellea 
‘to Windsor ana tcok 10 players, one more tnan the re- 
quirea 9. At game time, Windsor was apie to find only 

8 players. To prevent a forfeit and no matcn,, Ypsilanti 
graciously offereu the loan of their extra player to 
Windsor and the match was on. As the closely: contestea 
match progressed, an Ypsilanti player who shall be nane- 
less, in an allout prodigious swing at the ball, lost 
control of his bat whicn flew thru tne air striking tie 
loaned player in tne head and killiny hin. 

After that, cricket was given up in Ypsilanti anu a new 
‘game less nazaruous was found, Golf. Anu tnat's the story 
Frank Todu tola, tue Toda of thay & Toud', tne mwanufac- 
turers of the famous unionsuit, as ne played golf at tne 
old Washtenaw Country Club after the turn of the century.

by 1912, the Washtenaw Country Club had 48 members fron 
Ann Arbor and included many well know: names: Junius 1. seals 
Ross and bradley Granger, Irvin and Corwin huston, walter 
C. wack, Frank J. and Don S. McIntyre. There were three 
women members in the Ann Arbor list: BLlizabetn w. Dean, 
Mrs. Josephine liurfin and Mrs. w. Condon. 

There were 74 Ypsilanti members, ten or them women, uliza 
P. Stewart, Julia A. King, DeLynn Deurel (Cameron) and 
Fannie Cheever Burton are examples of the women interested 
in the game of golf. The list of maies begins witn 
Frederick Alexander, F.A.barbour and includes William 8B. 
Hatch, Rev. Frank Kennedy, L.A.Strong, T.L.Towner, Atwood 
R. McAndrew, L.H. Jones, ».D. and Jonn kh. Tnompson, 4A. 
Lyman, Frank L. Showerman and many more. 

The dues tuat year were $14 and membership limited to 

125. The Country Club becaine a great social center fraa 
Fall until Spring. Club menbers could rent tne Clubhouse 
for $5. ‘The orchestra for the dinner-dance parties was 
often Lou Kilian, violin and Carrie bergen (Chaawick) 
piano and cost $5. A combination incluuing Tony Whitmire, 
violin and Hoppy Dotavicii, piano cost $10. "Those were 


the Days, my friena; we thought they’a never end",
